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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by ottiers in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicarrt for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

Claims 1 1-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being unpatentable by 
Watanabe et al. (US 6269303B1). 

The reference to Watanabe et al. has been indicated as disclosing a vehicle 
navigation system and recording medium, comprising the following: 

A memory device that stores the navigation data such as the current position and 
destination data. And said the navigation system includes a key card reader for reading 
data recorded on an IC card or a magnetic card (column 4, lines 1-10). 

The audio data are stored in the memory and they are reproduced to the sound 
from the speaker 16 (Figure 1). 

And said the navigation system and recording medium performs a route search 
based on the map information that is stored in the memory (see abstract). 
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Watanabe et al. further explain that said navigation method and recording 
medium comprising the step of reading audio data associated with the navigation 
destination from the memory of the navigation card (see column 4, lines 1-10). 

As discussion above, Watanabe et al. reference clearly read on every elements 
recited in those claims, therefore, the application is rejected under 102 art rejection. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed on 1 1/24/2003 have been fully considered but they 
are not deem to be persuasive because the cited prior art still read on the limitations as 
claimed by the applicant. Thus, the previous office action mailed on 06/19/2003 
remains unchanged. The following is the reason that makes the application 
unpatentable. 

U.S. Pat. No. 6,269.303, to Watanabe et al., entitled Vehicle Navigation System 
and Recording Medium, describes a navigation system for executing a route search 
from a departure to a destination, said system comprises all features as claimed in the 
present invention. In fact that navigation system includes an information memory 
device, which is an external storage device such as a CD-ROM, or other movable 
storage device, is used for storing the navigation destination information and/or audio 
data (See column 4, lines 54-67). In column 4, lines 1-10, Watanabe et al. explain that 
voice recognition unit is added for enabling voice input and/or a record card reader for 
reading data recorded on an IC card or a magnetic card. The navigation system taught 
by Watanabe et al. comprises a CPU 40 associated with the audio processor 46, 
according to Watanabe et al, combines audio phrases, single sentences and sounds, et 
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al. read out of the information storage device 3 (see column 5, lines 19-30). For the 
reason set forth above, the present application would not be patentable over Watanabe 
et al.
